HOPEFUL FEELING 


Among Delegates to the Moroc­ 
can Conference. 


i Algeciras, Spain, Fob. 23.—Tho first feel­ 
ing of depression oyer Germany's rejec­ 
tion of the French proposals is gradually 
wearing off and a slightly moro hopeful 
¡feeling is observable among the delegates. 
THIS is óiio largely to the amicable spirit 
shown between the French and Gorman 
delegates during the formal ‘ debates on' 
^lorbccan bank Questions. The discussion 
will be continued to morrow, when an 
effort will be m ade'to draft a final bank 
projeet reconciling the trio views. Strong 
influences operate to induce Germany to 
recognize live syndicate of French, bank­ 
ers who furnished the first loan to Mo­ 
rocco and who seek thereby to obtain a 
preferred position in the stato bank, and 
numerous compromises on details of the 
bank are being discussed. 


The deadlock on policing Morocco.is un­ 
changed, but the Improved feeling also ex­ 
tends to th at question. 


Chicago, Feb. 23.—Johann Iloch, convict­ 
ed of murder, a confessed bigamist, and 
who, if but a fraction of tho stories of 
crime tol<l of him arc true, was ono of 
tho greatest criminals this country has 
ever known, was hanged in tho county 
jail to day for poisoning his wife, Mario 
Welcker-IToch. IIo faced death calmly and 
without fear, 
lie stood on tho scaffold 
beneath the dangling noose in tho attitudo 
and with the placid courage of a soldlqr 
who realizes to the full that death is ills 
portion, but Is still unafruld. 
IIo died 
■'with a prayer on his lips for the officers 
of the law who took lils life and savo 
for the words, "Good bye,” his last ut­ 
terance wfts an assertion that ho was in­ 
nocent of the crime for which ho paid tho 
extreme penalty of the law'. 


Tho last scene in tho career of IIocli 
came at 1:34 In the afternoon »while his 
attorneys were still making desperoito ef­ 
forts for a little more time on earth for 
him. His death, the lawyers say, lias not 
ended tiie appeal mado in his behalf, and, 
although the 1119,11 himself Is dead, they 
promise to carry the ense tp .the supreme 
court of tin! United States, aJiQ* if it is 
there decided he wns unlawfully hanged, 
proceedings will be comm ended-against 
the officers who officiated at ‘the execu­ 
tion.

The time set for the hanging w as ’be­ 
tween 10 a. in. and 2 p. 111. S’hortly after 
9 o’clock his attorneys appeared in the 
office of tho clerk of tho United S tiles 
circuit court, where thcy filed application 
for a writ of habeas corpus on tho broad, 
ground that lloch was hold in pcrif of 
death in direct violation of th&{fourtecnlh 
amendment of the 'constitution of tlio 
United Stales, whiejv declares in effect 
that 110 state shall deprive any.- pftx^son. of 
life, liberty or property without' due pro­ 
cess of law, nor deny po any person with; 
in its jurisdiction equatprotection of the 
laws. 


As soon as the application for the writ, 
had been filed, Attorneys M aher and Com­ 
erford in behalf 06 Hoch.thastened to the 
jail, where they informed Jallec 'Whit­ 
man and Deputy Sheriff Peters iliia^ the 
application for a writ- had been-made, ,and 
asked them to delay the execution until 
the court had either granted or Refused 
the writ. The officials agreed to this. The 
attorneys then proceeded to the court and; 
appearing before JucTge Litndis asked th at 
the writ issue forthwith. The attorneys 
argued the petition* but Judge Landis re­ 
fused to grant it. 


As soon as it was known th at the ap­ 
plication for a w rit of habeas corpus had 
been denied preparations were begun a t 
tiie jail for tho execution of IIocli. At 12 
'o ’clock Deputy Sheriff-Peters, accompani­ 
ed by Jailer 'Whitman, entpred I-Ioch’s 
cell, the form er holding tho death ■war-- 
rant, which lie r<sad to liirn. Peters spoko 
a few kind words^to Hocji, who declared 
lils innocence, andfvalso declared -his«In­ 
tention to fight if, ¡taken to ’tho scaffold 
before 1:80 o’clock. ^

LAST APPEAL. 


Just as the reading.of the death w ar­ 
rant was completed -¡¡Attorney Comerford 
appeared with an appeakbondjto,which ho 
desired 
Hoch’s 
signature. 
Tho deputy 
sheriff ordered tho proceedings ^played 
while he telephoned, to Judgo Landis* who 
stated he had refused to interfere in tlio 
Iloch case. A further delay in the execu­ 
tion was refused by the deputy sheriff and 
the m arch’to the gallows was takon up. 


Just at 1:32 o’clock Iloch stepped upon 
the* drop, beneath , the cross , beams.
